Local Government Reorganisation in England: 
Proposed New Areas 


1. Jam directed by the Secretary of State for the Environment to refer to 
the White Paper ‘“‘Local Government in England: Government Proposals for 
Reorganisation’? (Cmnd 4584) which has been published today. 


2. In the Government’s view the interests of local government as a whole 
will now best be served by proceeding without delay towards the implemen- 
tation of the changes outlined in the White Paper. It is their aim, therefore, 
to introduce a Bill in the next session of Parliament which they hope will be 
passed in time for the new authorities to be elected in 1973, and take over 
their full functions in April 1974. 


3. Many matters of detail will need to be considered and discussed with 
local government bodies during the preparation of legislation and its 
implementation. These consultations must be arranged and carried through 
within a tight timetable, but the Government are confident that the pressures 
involved will be accepted as preferable to any further delay, now that firm 
proposals for the new structure have been published. 


4. First among the matters on which consultations are needed is the new 
pattern of areas, on which the Government are anxious that local 
authorities should have a full opportunity to make their views known. 


5. The accompanying map and the appendices to this circular set out 
proposals for the future counties and the districts* in the metropolitan 
counties, and give details of their estimated populations and rateable values. 
It is the Government’s intention to define these areas in the legislation but 
they will reach conclusions on areas and boundaries only in the light of the 
views sent to them in response to this circular. 


6. Consultations on areas will take place in the light of the Government’s 

decisions, set out in the White Paper, as regards the local government 

structure and the timetable for legislation and implementation. It would be 

right to stress, therefore, that the Government’s proposals for reorganisation 

are based upon the need for two levels of executive authorities throughout the 

country, and they are not prepared to entertain representations contrary to . 


this view. 
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* The White Paper, for convenience, generally refers to the more local of the operational levels 
as “districts”, but without prejudging how or to what extent the special attributes of boroughs 
should be retained. This circular uses the same terminology. 
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7. The White Paper also makes it clear: 


a. that, in the case of authorities which will be responsible for 
education and the local authority personal social services, it is 
desirable to think in terms of a population base of at least 250,000; 
only in special circumstances should a new unit be established with a 
population below this figure; 


b. that the Government consider it appropriate to establish a metro- 
politan type of structure only in the six areas of Merseyside, 
South-East Lancashire and North-East Cheshire (Selnec), the West 
Midlands, West Yorkshire, South Yorkshire and the Tyne and Wear 
area. For reasons indicated in paragraph 31 of the White Paper, 
they have concluded that this structure would not be appropriate 
elsewhere. 


8. Subject to these points it is open to your Council to propose alternative 
areas or boundaries. The repercussions of any alternative proposals must be 
considered, however, and councils which have in mind putting forward 
alternative suggestions are asked to discuss these with the other authorities 
affected, and to indicate what consequential changes may be needed to ensure 
that the pattern of areas still conforms, as a whole, to the criteria which the 
Government have adopted. 


9. On practical matters: 


i. your Council are asked to let the Department have their views on the 
proposed areas illustrated in the accompanying map, and any 
alternative suggestions, by the end of May 1970; 


ii. alternative areas should be defined precisely by reference, wherever 
possible, to an existing county, borough, district or parish boundary 
and preferably illustrated by a map or maps; 


iii. councils are asked to include, in their written comments, all the 
views they wish taken into account and it is important that copies of 
comments and any alternative proposals should be sent, not only 
to the Department, but also to other authorities affected; 


iv. it would assist in handling the replies to this circular if authorities 
would send the Department ten copies of their written views, and 
three copies of any map, and would indicate to which other . 
authorities these documents have also been sent. 


10. The Government do not propose to review the outer boundary of 
Greater London as part of the current exercise. Machinery for the 
modification of this boundary is contained in the London Government 
Act 1963. 


11. The proposed reorganisation of local government will include a review 
of existing boroughs and districts throughout the country and a substantial 
reduction in the number of units at this level. In view of the number of 
authorities involved, it is not practicable to settle the new pattern of districts 
in the Bill itself, so far as the counties outside the metropolitan areas are 
concerned. The White Paper indicates the intention that in these counties the 
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new districts will be defined by Order after the Bill has been passed, but in 
time for all the new district councils to be elected during 1973 and take over 
their full functions in April 1974. 


12. The Government intend to appoint a separate Local Government 
Boundary Commission who would make recommendations regarding the 
pattern of the new districts outside the metropolitan counties. The 
Government have in mind to bring the proposed Boundary Commission into 
existence as early as possible and while the Bill is before Parliament. 


13. The way in which the Boundary Commission would work is a matter 
for consideration in consultation with the local authority associations and the 
Department will be issuing a further circular on matters relating to areas. 
The White Paper emphasises, however, that the Government are determined 
to offer local communities, authorities and interests the greatest opportunity 
for local initiatives in drawing up proposals for the new pattern of districts. 
In preparing their recommendations the Boundary Commission would take 
account of local proposals. 


14. In these circumstances, existing borough and district councils will wish 

to consider how their areas might be affected by reorganisation. In doing so, 
they should take account of paragraphs 33 and 34 of the White Paper which 
suggest how the new districts might be formed, and indicate the Government’s 
expectation that where there is need for the creation of larger units than 

exist at present, the Government would expect the new districts to have 
populations ranging upwards from 40,000, save in sparsely populated areas. 


mdary 15. In view of the comprehensive changes which will take effect in 1974, the 

under the Secretary of State will not be prepared, save in most exceptional 

r-nment circumstances, to consider further proposals under the Local Government 
Act 1933 for the modification of existing county, borough or district 
boundaries. 


16. Paragraph 39 of the White Paper says that it would be desirable, in due 
course, to review parish boundaries as there are many places where small 
parishes could, with advantage, be amalgamated to form fewer units. 
Priority must be given, however, to establishing the new system at the two 
main operational levels. In the meantime, the Secretary of State would be 
willing to entertain agreed proposals, under the 1933 Act, for the 

alteration of the boundaries of rural parishes.
